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DETAILED ACTION 
Restriction 

The previous restriction requirement mailed out on April 10, 2007 has been vacated. 
Applicant hereby is required to elect as follows: 

Election of Species 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
The first species as shown in Figure 1, the second species as shown in Figure 2, the third 

species as shown in Figure 4, and the fourth species as shown in Figure 5. 

Please be advised that the specification, as originally filed, does not provide support for 

structural limitations of Figures 4 & 5. However, based on the drawings, they appear to be 

distinct species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, independent claims 49, 59, and 84 appear to be generic. 
Independent claims 103 & 105 appear to read on the species of Figure 2. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
